
2000 demonstrate 
against Viet war 

Mors than 2,000 students marched tn sub-zero tem- 
perature Friday to protest the undeclared American war 
in Viet Nam. 

The peaceful demonstration, oreanizcd by the Emergency 
Committee for Peace and Sclf-Dctermination in Vict Nam, was 
joined by hundreds of McGill students. 

Traffic on parts of Sherbroqlce/ Càte des Neiges and Mc- 
Gregor streets was brought to ' a stari'dstlll as demonstrators 
poured from Dominion Square into the downtown hub. 

After forming into a line at the Square, the placard-waving 
students moved down Peel Street. But the demonstrators quick- 
ened llicir pace and police quiclcly cleared the west-bound lanes 
of Sherbrooke Street of all vehicular traffic. 

A bus carrying visiting.^students from Flattsbureh:: State 
Teachers' Collège was'booed-as it waited for, the mairch to file 
past. Later, a group of these students joined the demonstration 
outside the US Consulate on McGregor Street. 

Students shouted ."Johnson the Assassin" and "Yankee Go

Grant settlement expected 
as Lesage, Principal meet 

Principal and Vice Chancellor Dr. H. Rocke Robertson meets wItH Premier Lesage today in 
Quebec. City to discuss {he size of the government's grant to McGili. 



In his capacity as Finance 
Minister, Lesage had given ap- 
proval to the allocation of oper- 
ating grants to universities. 

Meanwhile, Health Minister 
Eric Kierans said yesterday that 
the grant of $7,019,000, an in- 
crease of only $98,000, was the 
result of an "accident" and term- 
ed McGill's position "vc " fair". 

"I have spoken w h Dr. 
Robertson and he convinced me 
that this is not a proper distribu- 
tion of the grant money," Kie- 
rans said on his weekly radio 
programme. 

He repeated a previous predic- 
tion that today's meeting would 
lead to a settlement and hoped 
that the controversy over the 
McGill grant would spark a 
"wholesale discussion of the 
problem of university grants." 

Asked about Education Minis- 
ter Gérin-Lajoie's explanation 
that McGill needs less govern- 
ment money because of its. en- 
dowments, Kierans said that "one 
useful result of this whole affair 
may be the dispelling of that 
myth." 

A spokesman for the University 
said Kierans' statements v/ere 
"very encouraging" but would 
not speculate on the possible 
outcome of today's meeting. 

An Education Department of- 
ficial called McGill's complaint 
"legitimate" and said that "the 
grant will probably be revised 
and an equitable solution will be 
reached."

war crimes

More than 1300 people jammed Plateau Hall Friday night to hear Slaughlon Lynd accuse 
the United Stales of "committing war crimes, punishable under the judgment of the Nuremberg 
tribunal, against the people of Viet Nam." 



The audience, composed of peo- 
ple of all ages and both language 
groups, had come together fol- 
lowing the afternoon demonstra- 
tion to listen to several, speakers 
dcnounce'American policy in Viet 
Nam. . . - 

Lynd, the Yale-History Profes- 
sor whose passport was recently' 
cancelled after he had travelled 
to North Viet Nam, said that the 
war in Viet Nam was "a war of 
national liberation and the U.S. 
is' smashing it to show that wars 
of liberation won't work." 

Professor Lynd accused the 
U.S. of "systematically and deli- 



berately deceiving the world 
about the nature of its policy" 
and "systematically and delibe- 
rately preventing the American 
people from using normal politic- 
al channels- to reconsider that 
policy.- ■ ^ j^ci^ : .■ 

"It is the duty of tVe citizen to 
say 'no' in whatever way he can." 

Professor Lynd cited numerous 
newspaper articles and testimimy 
from the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee hearings to document 
his charges of American atrocities 
in Viet Nam. . 

His speech was iiilerriiplcd fre- 
quently by applause and acclaim- 



ed with a prolonged standing ova- 
tion at its conclusion. 

Noting that. the U.S. iiad .been 
the first to use lethal' gas and had 
consistently displayed "a willing- 
ness to disregard interhitlonal 
agreements". Professor Lynd said 
that the danger of an American 
first nuclear strike was "clear and 
present". 

Among the other speakers was 
Students' Society President Sha- 
ron S h 0 1 z b e r g. Speaking in 
French, Miss Sholzberg noted that 
there were many McGill students 
in the audience. Her apology for

Education reiterated that the 
grant was "not a gesture of dis- 
crimination" and was not allocat- 
ed on a racial basis. 

Premier Lesage discussed the 
matter with Gérin-Lajoie on Fri- 
day in preparation for today's 
meeting with Dr. Robertson. The 
Education Minister will not be 
present at the meeting. 

Gérin-Lajoie had earlier said 
that it would be improper for him 
to comment on the grant before 
the meeting. He also said he 
"wondered" how two federal 
ministers could intervene in the 
affair. 

Industry Minister Drury and 
Minister Without Portfolio John 

Turner had sent a joint telegram 



to Kierans and Revenue Minister 
Hyde protesting the "calamitous 
shortfall" in the Quebec grant 
to McGill. 

This action had come under 
fire in the House of Commons 
on the grounds that the ministers 
had intervened in a matter of 
strictly provincial jurisdiction. 

The University's stand, as ex- 
pressed in a strongly-worded 
statement released last Wednes- 
day, has also received support 
from the McGill Association of 
University Teachers and the 
Graduates' Society, but has como 
under fire from the Société St- 
Jean Baptiste, which urged Pre- 
mier Lesage not to give in to 
"blackmail" from McGill.

the fact that McGIIl's presence 
was not official was greeted with 
boos and hisses from the aud- 
ience. 

Miss Sholzbcrg also read sev- 
eral telegrams of support, among 
them one from Nobel Prize-win- 
ning philosopher Jean-Paul Sar- 
tre. 

Robert Cliche, Quebec leader 
of the New Democratic Party, 
said that I'lhej; Americans don't 
understand that 'they can't Impose 
a capitalist system on black and 
yellow people, because for black 
and yellow people, capitalist 
means white and white is syno- 
nymous with exploitation." 

He called the U.S. a "modern 
inquisitor trying to impose its 
ideas by force" and charged the 
Americans with violating indivi- 
dual rights and "the right of peo- 
ples to autonomy and self-deter- 
mination." 

UGEQ Vice-President Daniel 
Latouche read a resolution that 
"this assembly demand the cessa- 
tion of all forms of aggression by 
the United States in Viet Nam" 
and telegrams to Prime Minister 
Pearson, Premier Lesagc and Sen. 
J. William Fulbright, Chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. 

At the close of the meeting. 
Chairman Thérèse Casgrain of 
the Voice of Women asked that 
the assembly sing '0 Canada'. 

Her suggestion was met with a 
chorus of boos as a few brave 
souls sang this country's unoffi- 
cial national anthem.

Under God's grace 
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Dief supports Viet Conflict

"Tory Tiger" John Diefenbaker last FrJday publicly pledged his unequivocal support of US 
actioni in Vief Nam, but denied sanctioning further escalation of the war and condemned the 
atrocities bemg committed there In a tone of fierce moral disparagement.

Loyal Opposition was discusssing 
Canadian and American forcisn 
relations bcrorc a rather mcat'rc 
audience convened for the Inter- 
national Debating Tournament. 

Before arriving at the focal 
point of his speech, Dicfenbalcer 
cmbarlccd on a preliminary dis- 
cussion of "debate", suffused with 
skilfully-contrived repartee and 
nostalgic references to his young- 
er days as a confirmed teetotaller 
In Prince Albert, Sask. 

He defined "debate" as a "give 
and take of argument by persua- 
sion". "Only through orderly dis- 
cussion, can we arrive at the con- 
clusive stand our nation should 
take on issues of weighty con- 
cern ... we do disagree occasion- 
ally," he said. 

He invited the audience to 
come to Ottawa on a good day — 
"there are some that are not" — 
and sec parliament in action, "the 
give and take that preserves free- 
dom". 

With tongue in cheek, he dis- 
grcssed for a moment, and quiet- 
ly asked the assembly if tbcy 
were aware that Prince Albert 

was the only constituency in Can- 
ada to provide our nation with 
three Prime Ministers. 

"Of course, that's understand- 
able." he said. "Priifce Albert is 
the only place in Canada with 
two jails and a penitentiary — its 
constituents are people of convic- 
tion." He referred to the Douklio-

SCM says: send Canadians 
to Ghana for Youth Festival 

WINNIPEG (CUP) - The Student Christian Movement is investigating the possibility of creating a 
broadly representative Canadian committee to send a delegation to the next World Youth Festival 
in Ghana In September. 



The World Youth Festival Is 
sponsored by the World Federa- 
tion of Democratic Youth, an 
East European-dominated orga- 
nization with its headquarters in 
Budapest. 

In a letter February 10, SCM 
general secretary Rev. William J. 
Hutton outlined the reasons for 
the proposal:

"The World Youth Festival 
had originally been created by 
WFDY which Is communist- 
oriented. However, we under- 
stood tliat the Festival Commit- 
tee was becoming more autono- 
mous and that in later years the 
Festival was changing from a 
propaganda generating organ to a 
forum wliere young people from 
all over the world could come 
together and participate in dis- 
cussions, panels, forums, sports 
and culture activities". 

Hutton added that the number 
of African, Asian and Latin Ame- 
rican countries taking part in the 
Festival was increasbig and that 
it was time for more broadly- 
based Canadian participation. 

He indicated that the existing 
Canadian Festival Committee had 
agreed to dissolve itself In fa- 
vour, of a committee more repre- 
"sentative of Canadian youth. 

A pro tern committee has al- 
ready been set up In Winnipeg 
and sent two representatives, to 
a Festival preparatory meeting 
In Vienna in January. 

Hutton is now seeking the in- 
volvement, of many of the youth 



groups affiliated . with the Cana- 
dian Assembly of Youth Organi- 
zations. » 

NDY sponsoring 
march on Ottawa 

OHAWA (CUP) - The New 
Democratic Youth has called a 
national March on Ottawa 
Easter Sunday, April 10, to pre- 
sent a brief to the federal gov- 
ernment outlining steps to 
peace in Viet Nam. 

The NDY has invited all In- 
terested peace groups, church 
groups, labour unions, political 
parties and individuals to join 
in what a press release describes 
as "a significant experiment in 
participatory democracy." 

A call for the mardi issued 
by federal NDY chief Terry Mor- 
ley said: "Canada's membership 
on the International Control Com- 
mission makes it imperative that 
our independent voice be heard. 
Our duty is clearly to fight for 
a practical solution within the 
framework of the Geneva Agree- 
ment — a treaty that calls for 
fresiMe^ons in Viet Nam." 



divest themselves of all raiment 
... and don't vote for me." 

Diefenbaker then plunged head- 
long Into his discussion of Cana- 
dian and Uil. diplomatic rela- 
tions. .In the manner of the im- 
mortal chauvinist he said, "When 
I was prime minister, policies con- 
cerning Canada were made in 
Canada by Canadians — not by 
Americans. We must co-operate 
nevertheless. Although we differ 
in specific matters of foreign re- 
lations, it is our duty to march 
together, undaunted, in broad 
aims." 

He emphasized that he had no 
sympathy for those who say that 
the United States desires global 
domination. "Canada, too, sub- 
scribes to the belief that Com- 
munist ideology is inimical to 
everything we believe in." He said 
that we must unite in our com- 
mon aim — to wipe out the 
scourge of Communism. 

Diefenbaker tracéd the history 
of Viet Nam from the time cf 
French colonial rule until 1954, 
when, because of former Presi- 



dent Elsenhower, "that great 
leader of democracy", North nnd 
South separated. 

"I would be very popular if I 
said that the Americans' present 
conduct in Viet Nam is unjust. 
To those that say that the United 
States should get out of Viet 
Nam, my answer Is that all of 
Asia will ultimately fall to the 
communists. I know that we may 
not gain a military victory . . I 
also regret the resumption i>f 
bombing, but we must look at thi.i 
situation objectively and not emo- 
tionally. Under God's grace, I 
hope we are not heading to an 
all-out war." 

He closed by saying that he 
hoped there would be a renewed 
effort on the part of all nations 
involved, to convene a conference 
which would solve this problem 
"fraught with danger and inter- 
national peril." 

The Opposition leader's abili- 
ties as a rhetorician were appa- 
rently well-received — lie was 
awarded honorary membership in 
the McGill Debating Union.

We appreciate that the Montreal Star is 
currently preoccupied with McGill's finances. 
But even under these circumstances the plug 
for Winter Carnival in Friday's postscript 
edition seems a little far-fetched. 

"Several hundred McGill students went 
to bed early today, a little tireder and a lit- 
tle-richer after a full day , of cavorting 



through the opening events of their 19th 
annual winter carnival."

McGill deserves a larger grant, it does seem 
that the size of our endowment 'ftihd would 
have been at least as relevant as any of the 
other statistics involved in the orgy. 

But these are petty quibbles. The im-. 
portant thing, we suppose, is not the letter 
but the spirit. After all, these guys are on 
our side, aren't they ?

Dear Sir: 

I was very interested in the 
newsfeature on Student Volun- 
teers Aid Mental Patients by 
Ellen Roseman printed in Mon- 
day's Daity. As the article in- 
dicated, the idea of such a pro- 
gramme is new and McGill after 
Harvard's lead can rank herself 
as an innovator of progress and 
change in this case. Thanks 
goes to those of the Pre-Med 
Society and then those 1st vo- 
lunteers of' Verdun for laying 
the ground work. Thanks now 
goes to' Linda Pcrley for or- 
ganizing the programme on a 
bigger scale so that persons like 
myself have the privilege of 
participating. 

In reference to the program- 
me falling "flat in many areas" 
such as the length of the orien- 
tation program and the lack of 
cooperation from some of the 
hospitals, I would like to make 
the following comments : I, for 
one, didn't find the orienta- 
tion programme too long. It 
. gave me a chance to know a 
little about the history of Men- 
tal Illness and its treatment, in 
general, and the histoiy of the 
illness and its treatment in 
. Montreal. Also and more im- 
' .portant, it gave me a chance 
to see the' various hospitals, the 
programmes they had to offer, 
to see a few members of their 
staff and hear their ideas so I 
could choose the place that had 
the most to offer me and that 
I could enjoy working with the 
most. 

About the hospitals and their 
cooperation, I'd like to say that 
from the sounds of the doctors, 
nurses, social workers, teachers, 
physiotherapists, occupational 
therapists, psychologists etc. all 



were most enthusiastic about 
McGill's idea. However, how lo 
use 200 ready, willing and able 
students was a problem for 
them. The Allan did know how 
it wanted to use lis volunteers 
it's true, but they too probably 
didn't when the first , few stu- 
dents' volunteered ten years 
ago. Although there was trouble 
with the Douglas, which really 
is a shame, is it right for Miss 
Roseman to say that "o/ alt the 
hospitals onlv the Allan... 
really cooperated"? The parti- 
cular hospital with which I am 
working was glad lo get a few 
volunteers, lo begin with, and 
they put most of us to work as 
soon as possible. They have 
been most friendly and helpful 
ever since. Also I can remem- 
ber at one of the last meetings 
of the orientation programme. 
Miss Perley made a special ap- 
peal for volunteers to go to the 
Veterans' Hospital. The Vete- 
rans' was most anxious to have 
student volunteers, but after 
talking with some students, I 
found out that many were re- 
luctant to go there. In due 
fairness to the hospitals, the 
doctors right from the begin- 
ning of the programme said 
that this project was as new 
for them as il was for us and 
that they too would have to 
learn what the role of the. vo-. 
vunteer could be and how they 
could use us. They said that it 
was their problem and indeed by 
the Daily article, it seems they 
were right. Our problem was 
how to make sure after signing 
up, following the programme 
etc. to take the lime and effort 
to keep that one evening a week 
free despite studies, dates, car- 
nivals etc. for the someone or 
someones who are counting on 
iisho be there. Despite the si- 
gning up and the programme 
many of us didn't "cooperate" 
anid ; follow through with the 
project, but Mss Roseman ma- 
de no mention of McGill's fal- 
ling "flat in these areas". 



But this is a bold and chal- 
lenging experiment in the his- 
tory of Mental Illness, In the 
treatment of Mental Illness in 
Montreal. It is a bold and chal- 
lenging experiment for the doc- 
tors and staff, for the student 
volunteers and also for those 
who are suffering. Consequent- 
ly, it's bound to create many 
unforseen problems, stalemate 
on others, and perhaps even 
solve a few. That in itself is 
exciting; but equally exciting 
is the fact that there is a ter- 
rific need and this was reco- 
gnized by some students; re- 
cognized to point that they as- 
' sessed their own qualities, 
found out what was done else- 
where and presented them- 
selves and their Ideas to "the 
ones that have the say" at the 
Allan, the General, the Jewish, 
the Veterans' and the Chil- 
dren's. And from the reception 
at the orientation programme, 
these people and their ideas 
were greated with great en- 
thusiasm and willingness lo try 
from "the big wigs". Amazing ? 
For me it is and darned en* 
couraglng. 

In conclusion, "Ihe aims of 
the programme were to be ser- 
vice and education", ... for me 
they are exactly that and will 
be as well next year.

High school hockey given boost

While you niayjnot.iee the name McGill 
at the top of ihe'liockey standings these 
days, you have to give the Red and White 
coaches high marks for fostering the devel- 
opment of some of the younger players 
around Montreal. 

Friday night, March 11, will see 38 of 
the best high school players in the cily meet 
in the first annual McGill Red and White 
Aii-Stor gome at the Winter Stadium. The 
idea is the brainchild of a special committee 
of the Athletics Department and the project 
will be directed by Redmen head coach 
Dave Copp. 

With people like Copp and Indians' coach 
Ken Bellemare. around, Montreal high school 
players have quits a bit going for them. 
They may not participate in two tourna- 
ments — the pre-season McGill Inviialionat 
tournament and the new All-Slar tilt — as 
well as regular season games. 

Selection of the players will be made by 
the coaching staff in conjunction with the 
high school coaches and members of the 
press. The two teams — the Red and White 
squads — will ba coached by Redmen co- 
captains Bert Halliwell and Sl<ip Kerner. 

"Both teams will be provided with fuil 
equipment, except skates, from the McGill 
Athletics Department," said Bellemare re- 
cently. "Coach Copp and I have arranged 
practice sessions to give the players an op- 
portunity of working together." . , . 



It should be something for the players to 
remember, loo, EacH participant will be 
given a framed souvenir photograph of 
his club and will benefit from expert coach- 
ing by Copp and his staff. 

It may take a few years, but when some 
of the more talented high school Ice stars 
in the city and elsewhere take a serious look 
at the enthusiasm of people like Copp and | 
Bellemare and the excellent hockey pro- 
gramme McGill offers, they'll likely ba wear- 
ing Red and White uniforms throughout their 
college careers. 

We con see evidenco of this already. Bel- 
lemare has a number of junjpr^^arsity stars 
under his wing right now --• many of whom 
will be ready for senior action next year and 
who could, within two or three seasons, lift 
the Redmen to the top of the SlliL totem 
pole.
